These 20) 
shares were the subject matter of the pre- 
sent suit against the defendants’ bank. His 
reasun for purchasing the shares wag to 
support the market—in fact to. counteract 
the doings of the bears, He happened to 
mevt Me Coxon in the Club and he said 
‘that it wastime to buy a few shares vo that 
they might raise them up a bitin prico— 
telieve the mariet of the pressure that was 
being brought upon it by the bears. He 
(witness) asked Mr Coxon what numbor 
he proposed to purchaso.: He said that 
something like four thousand shares could 
bohad, Witness said he would tako 200 
shares, and thyy then separated. Ho mot 
Mr Coxon afterwards ‘aud he said ho was 
working at the buying of the shares, and 
some -time later he informed. him that he 


had bought thém and that he: (witness) 
could- have the 200 shares. He told Mr 
Coxon that it was not convenient for him 
to pay for the shares, that he was already 
carrying 2 lurge number for Mr Coxon and 
his friends. Lo wus nt that timo carrying 
2019 shares and ‘told Me Coxon that 
ho was buying the shares on the 
understanding that someone would finance 
them. Me Cuxon said ho could ‘arrange 
that, arid probably Dunn, Melbye and Coy. 
vould finance them, He would’ not have 
hought if he had not known there was a 
Tange number nf shares to be taken off tho 
market. He heard, then, from. Mr Coxon, 
that the 200 shares: were financed on tho 
terms that ho (witness) paid the mar- 
gin of §20 per share. ‘The 2 0. shares 
were nevor actually delivered to him. 
The arrangement sis that they should be 
taken up by Dunn, Melbye & Co, Witness 
in no way asked Mr‘ Coxon to ropresont 
him at-the bank, Mr Mulbyo wis then tho 
sole partner in Dann; Meltye & Co." He 
did not'seo Mr Molbye atall in regard tu the 
transaction. He- paid the nurgin of $200 
share by chequo’ on compraduro order. 
He got a receipt from Dunn, Melbyo& Co. 
for. the money, and tho receipt wi 
produced. He hid bookauf alt his trananc- 
tions. These were kept by his employees. 
Shown the Journal or Cush Book, witnese 
read the followitig’ entry in August. 1891 
‘Paid to Dunf, Melbye, by compradore or- 
der thomargin of $20n share, on $200 Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank es, deposed. 
with ‘me this day, costing. $338.12 per 
share, $4,000.’- In June 189 ha financed 
2019 shares belonging to Mr’ Coxon, Mr 
Melbye and others, and be did sv by youing 
a credit frum the Bank of China and 
charging against their- office 1 Lundon.on 
that credit. In June I8fl, he’ gave bis 
personal undertakiig to the Bank to 
put them in. funds, In August 1891 
Dunn, Melbye ‘and Cumpany gave 
an exsetly similar undertaking, He (wit- 
ness) was ablo to. got better terms from. the 
Bank, because the Bank wunted.no margin 
from him, whvreas.they wouted $20 margin 
from the Company.
